After entering
the Potoeaaa nearly one half of tho
catch in that river is made where' thu
fish cannot spawn, lu the Kappahan-
iioe k one half the catch is on the oys¬
ter-grounds, or in brackish water. In
tbe York river the catch is practically
Inion (,Uni,ester Poiut. In the .Jamis
riter there are no pound-nets, and in that
river we find an increase in the catch.
Vi bile the fisheries in the Chesapeake
bay and its tributaries, as a whole,
hate fallen off Si per cent., the de¬
crease in the catch in certain rivers io
rn m.i greater.

"Colonel Mcdonald said that there-
suits of the work should bo eh termineiel
in thc aggregate. While the Hudson
and Delaware enjoyed the increase this
vcar. it did not follow that it would be
thc same next year. It was remarka¬
ble that linn there is a large catch in
the Delaware there is u diminish''1
catch in the Chesapeake, and rirecersa.
When thc spring is cold the shad iroi 1
the long riters coming from the ini'i'i-

liiins gnd seek ihe warmer waters of
the small rivers elrainine tidal areas.

without exception the most important
paper on thc fish question ever pre¬
sented before thc Society. Hitherto
the tish question has been largely the¬
oretical, and the papers hive been
largely prophetic. There were no

periods of statistical records. At last
they were getting where it was poisi-
blo to make comparative itatlBRWtl of
facts and could seo where they stood.
'Ihe fads presented were not only
important in their economic aspect,
but from various scientilic points
.I view. They were getting a know¬
ledge ol what was passing beneath the
sea. America was taking the lei 1 in
all the-e matters pertaining to fisheries,
and ihe world was looking with amaze¬
ment upon it hat. we are accomplishing.
The whole mutter was coming to bc
better understood. The broad policy
anon which Professor Baird established

piBCtic*] bearings of the tish "lue-tioi
it was necessary first to understand all
the conditions of marine life, lt WO!
thc legitimate fruit of such a policy
that at last fish-culture and the know-
li.ee oi marine life should be some-
t li ii g mole than theory."

A GIGANTIC LOBSTER.

A STORY OF THE DEEP SSA.

A Halifax letter to the New York

Sun says: I met a diter here a day
ago who was working on a wreck
oil ihe coast. " ls it true'*"' I asked.
" lhat divt-is see such wonders when
they go below P "

Ile told me a story of thrilling inter¬
est in reply. A large ship, laden with
silks and valuable stuffs, bad been
em ghi by tbe vagrant tides of the gulf
snit berne through the fog toward the
Newfoundland coast, till the face of a

tall elli! loamed against the bowsprit.
Ihen a swell roller! in, lifted the vessel
and laid her ai ross a sunken rock that
barred the mouth of Chance cove. Not
tr.any minutes afterward she lay at the
bottom of the gulf inside, with all
her costly bales, her crew, and
her passengers. The undertow
seem begin tei cast precious boxes

j upon the land, and the underwriters
dispatched divers and boats ami men to
recover the sunken cargo. It was in
ihe Batumi of the year, and when the
sea grew smooth thc divers began their
work. Three boats were employed,
in each of which were four men,
one to go down and fasten hooks into
thc bales, and thice others te> raise the
package and put it upon thc boat.
Kach diver had a proper suit, and from
his head arose a large rubber tube
through which he could breatho with
tolerable ease, as the water was not
very deep. Upon Ma feet were lead-
Ifiden shoes to keep hun from rising to
tho surface, and he earned a heavy
eiowbar.

One afternoon, when elinni-r was ended
and the rea had irrown smooth enough
to permit operations, the boat served
by a diter of the name of Harley
rowed out from the rocks ahead eif the
others. During the night there had
been a heavy gale, and through the
calm eif the morning innumerable crea¬

Delphi. Assuredly on the minds
of those who believe, or else on the
minds of those who. after this fashion,
disbelieve, there lies some deep judicial
darkness, a darkness that may bc felt.
While disbelief in the eyes of faith is a
sore calamity, this kind of disbelief,
which renounces and repudiates with
more than satisfaction what is brightest
and best in the inheritance of man, il
astounding, and might be deemed in¬
credible. Nay, some will say, rather
than accept tbe llimsy and hollow con¬
solations which it makes bold to oller,
might wo not go back to solar adora¬
tion, or, with Goethe, to the hollows of
Olympssf
